The former president believes that 


the democratic candidate will sweep 
the country on the issue of the league 
of nations—that the United States be- 
come a member of the league. The po- 
litical status and plans of Woodrqw 
Wilson probably constitute the most 
significant and important phase of this 
interesting world figure today. 


Wilson's private prophecy regarding 


the next presidential elections and his 
hopes for American entrance into the 
league.of nations, naturally mean that 
he will support a man. for the demo- 
cratic candidacy who will stand for 
membership of the United States in 
the league of nations, most probably, 
without reservations. But Mr. Wilson 
is truly the enigma of the politicians. 
When the politicians think of him to- 
day they are playing with an unknown 
quantity. 


Will Wilson take an active part in 


the presidential campaign? Whom will 
Wilson support for 
the candidacy? 


These are the most usually heard po- 
litical questions regarding the c/ippled 
but international figure who sits quiet- 
ly in the "Mystery house on S street" 
saying nothing. 


It can safely be said that at this 


writing Wilson has told no one his 
plans regarding the political situation. 
There is probably no one who knows 
whom he favors as the democratic 
candidate, If, indeed, he himself has 
made up his mind on this question. 


Woodrow Wilson wants a man who 


stands for the league of nylons as he 
sees It, but he is not yet saying who 
the man is. He is studying this ques- 
tion In the 
Inner 
re*'esses of his 


thoughts. But there are certain depths 
to Mr. Wilson that he keeps sacred. 
Mr. Wilson also is regarded as politi- 
cally very wise in keeping silent in 
the present situation. He knows that 
he holds a strategic position in the 
coming presidential campaign, and his 
Scotch canniness is keeping him silent 
until the time is ripe. 
• There is a most significant point In 
connection irith Mr. Wilson's present 
position in the political situation, and 
especially in connection with his be- 
lief that the democrats wilt send the 
next president to the white house— 
credence that those close to the ex- 
president 
place 
in 
his 
political 


propheciei. 
He i» repated by those near him as 


"one of the keenest political prophets 
in the country." Those people say that 
MB political prophecies "are uncanny 
and startle those woo hear tiem and 
then se» them nt-ored." 
For example, Mr. Wilson, I am in- 


formed, accurately forecasted and with 
the greatest detail, the results of the 
congressional elections last November. 
He startled his friends by saying that 
Lodge would squeeze back into the 
senate by only the barest majority. 


Then, there Is another consideration 


in thinking of Woodrow Wilson as a 
political factor. This is bte grip he 
holds upon the emotions and sympa- 
thies of old friends because of his ill- 
ness and. isolation. A man close to 
Wilson had this to say to the writer: 


"If Wilson should go out in a politi- 


cal campaign and walk across a plat- 
form with that limp of his, there would 
go up the greatest wave of sympathy 
that this country has ever known for 
any one man." 
The former president shows keen

MORE POWERFUL CURRENT 


Engineers Working in Laboratory, 


Artificially Produce Even 


Two Million Volts. 


PITTSFIELD, Mass., June 6.—Elec- 


tric current as powerful as the light- 
ning bolts that flash from the sky, 
with a force of 2.000,000 volts and the 
energy of 10,000,000 horsepower, may 
be harnessed to turn the wheels of in- 
dustry in the future. 


Engineers of the experimental labor- 


atory of the General 
Electric com- 


pany's great plant here had succeeded 
today in artificially producing a cur- 
rent of 2,000,000 volts. This is higher 
by 1,000,000 volts than any made by 
man before. And it was controlled al- 
most as easily as an ordinary electric 
bulb. 


The test was made to demonstrate 


that a current of 2,000,000 volts can 
be controlled and if necessary trans- 
mitted over power lines. Engineers in 
charge of the experiments estimated 
that a hollow cable six inches in diam- 
eter would be necessary to contain the 
powerful current. These cables would 
have to be strung thirty feet apart on 
towers 160 feet above the earth.

MEN AND THINGS 


The trouble in the Ruhr valley is due to the fact that | 


Germany has failed to keep her promise with respect ] 
to reparations. While France has spent ten billions, j 
loaned the government by her people, to repair the j 
damage done by the Germans, the latter have paid but 
200 millions of the large indemnity they promised (hey 
would pay if the allies would let them up aud stop 
the war. The French have gone into the Ruhr in 
the hope that by taking forcible possession of the 
richest assets the Germans have they can force them 
to keep their promises. 


The army officer who recently spoke in Lincoln 


made it quite plain that the Germans have removed 
much of their gold out of the country so that thoy 
might not have it taken from them to pay thf- indem- 
nity they agreed to pay, but now clairr. release from 
because it was done under duress. But the French paid 
their 1870 indemnity in full aad the German troops 
occupied their land until thc-y got all of it. The most 
that the French can hope for from occupancy of the 
Ruhr is to force Germany to give some security for her 
debt, other than a promise that she will pay when she 
gets the money—a promise not worth much in view of 
the repudiation of past pledges. 


; Anything new always causes an outcry from the 


rut-holders. The Hastings Tribune denounces that part 
o? the new marriage law which requires that ten days' 
notice be given to the county judge before a marriage 
license is issued. It denounces it as foolish and bother- 
some, with no good results, notwithstanding that one of 
our greatest churches has required the publication of 
banns for centuries. A little while ago a Council Bluffs 
girl waked up in a Lincoln hotel to find that she had 
been married, while in a partly drugged condition, to 
a man she knew but slightly and who had already de- 
serted her. We might stand a little bother if we can 
prevent such a thing happening again in Nebraska. 


The Illinois authorities have finally said that they 


will make no further attempts to punish the murderers 
who were responsible for the awful miners' massacre 
at Herrin, not many months ago. They say it is useless 
to try anybody because no jury will convict home people 
for killing men who were imported by the coal com- 
panies to take their places after they had quit work. 
This is a confession that \a.v? and government have 
broken down in that part o? the country also. 


If we were at all inclined to be pessimistic we could 


point out that government has broken down in a good 
many places in lifts country, and we could quote from 
history to show that this is a very dangerous tendency. 
The action of the legislature of New York in repealing 
a law providing for the enforcement of constitutional 
prohibition is a break-down of government. The sign- 
ing of this bill by the governor completes the conspir- 
acy. It is a startling spectacle, that of a people so 
determined to get access to liquor that they will tear 
down even the foundations of the government that 
protects their property and liberty. 


The old age pension law received but scant atten- 


tion at the hands of the legislature. The opposition to 
it was based on two things, that it meant an added tax 
on those who are thrifty and busy and that it encour- 
aged shiftlessness. These are the two principal argu- 
ments aga,!Est the plan as it has everywhere been pre- 
sented, and they are very difficult to answer. The life 
insurance companies have a set of statistics that show 
that only a very small percentage of men are now 
self-supporting at sixty-five years of age. Think of 
how big a tax would have to be levied to pay all these 
a pension! 


Mr. Lute, who is secretary of the farm bureau feder- 


ation, explains that the reason why the farmers were 
unable to secure any legislation at the hands of the last 
legislature is that they were not agreed as to whzu 
they wanted. 
This meant that every time one group 


of farmers were found to be pushing one bill the other 
groups opposed it. The farmers are always accusing 
the railroads of being able to get anything they want 
at the hands of the legislatures. 
Why do not the 


farmers borrow a few leaves from the railroad book 
of experience? 
There are six railroads operating in 


the state, and they have one man to represent them 
at legislative sessions. He dcvs not carry on a joint 
debate with himself all session. 


Speculation underlic-s all business enterprises, in- 


cluding farming. \Ve plant our money or our seed, 
lend and water it, and find our greatest satisfaction in 
watching it grow and develop. This fact, however, is 
no reason P: justification for permitting speculation in 
such things as sugar by men who haa nothing to do 
with growing the crop.
